STATE MEDICINE = 
PLAN IS COSTLY 


PREMIER BROWNLEE GIVES OUT 
FINDING OF SPECIAL BOARD 
: NAMED IN 1928 


EDMONTON —. A system of state 
medicine for the province of Alberta 
is feasible but would entail the expen 
diture of a considerable sum of mon- 
ey; improvement of health conditions 
in Alberta would be better served by 
a system of preventive methods ra- 
ther than curative methods; the whole 
civilized world is investigating the 
svstem of state medicine and in some 
places considerable progress is being 
made. 2 

The above represertts the salient 
points outlined in the report of-the 
special government committee appoint 
ed at the 1928 session of the provin- 
cal legislature to investigate a system 
of state medicine and made available 
tor publication by Premier J. E. 
Brownlee

EDMONTON—Higher salaries for 
teacLers and school inspectors em- 
tvloyed by the provincial government 
were advicated by J. T. Shaw, Liber-

The Dominion seed branch has is- 
sued an interesting bulletin giving in 
aetai] the result of the seed drill sur- 
vey which has been conducted dur- 
ing the past three years. It was in 
view of the fact Mr Stewart stated 
tnat about on-haif of the seed exam- 
ined under the survey would be re- 
jected as unsuitable for seeding pur- 
poses according to the Seeds Act stan 
cards that it was decided to issue the 
bulletin. This will be widely circulat- 
4 among the farmers of the province 

The bulletin also deals with what 
can be considered good seed and the 
tasis on which this should be judged; 
also advice regarding the treating ‘of 
seed for smut control as well as the 
cleaning of seed. It is mentioned in 
the bulletin that it was found by care 
ful inquiry that 14 per cent of the 
tarmers where the samples were se- 
cured had not cleaned their seed be- 
tore sowing; that 18 per cent of the 
growers stated they had not treated 
their grain to precent smut before

WHAT TO DO IN AN 
EMERGENCY 


The person who leads best with an 
emergency is the one who has thought 
cut previously what to do, and who, 
‘when the emergency occurs, keeps 
calm, goes ahead and does things ac- 
cording to the plan. 

When there 1s sudden illness or 
when an accident occurs, someone 
rust take charge. Unless ‘there is 
some person present who is more cap 
able than yourself, this falls upon you 

First of all, send one person to call 
a physician. Do not delay in doing 
this because the life of the individual 
who is ill or injured may depend up- 
cn prompt treatment by a physician. 
No matter how well trained you are 

\to handle emergencies it is advisable 
<0 place responsibility upon a physic- 
‘an who is the one recognized to deal 
‘with sickness and accidents. 

There is not doubt that many live’ 
are saved each year by trained emer- 
gency workers. Thanks to the services 
trey, give and the example they set, 
many difficult situations are met. It 
is the untrained person, who in his 
aesire to do something does harm. 
The trained worked knows his own 
limitations and does not do harm be- 
cause he knows what NOT to do as 
well as what to do. 

In th ese emergency cases, if you 
are not assisting, do not form one of 
the curious crowd who so often hin- 
der those who are helping. If you are 
assisting the following . suggestions 
may be helpful. 

In genera] it is well to loosen any 
tight clothing the patient may have 
on Do not be in a hurry to move the 
patient; any movement may cause 
damage to an injured part. Keep the 
}atient lying down, with the head low 
If a part is injured and clothing must 
be removed cut off the clothing in pre 
ference to moving the injured part. 
After an injury, there is usually a 
cendition of what is called shock. 
Shock should be treated by keeping 
the patient warm. Blankets or over- 
coats are placed under, over and a- 
round the patient. If possible, hot 
water bottles should be placed under 
the arm-pits and around the body 
care being taken not to burn the pa- 
tient. If the patien* is conscious, give 
vim a hot drink.

Canadian legislatures says the Cal- 
gary Herald. Ontario with a popula- 
tion of nearly 3,250,000 has 112. pro 
vincial members which works out on 
a basis of one members for every 29, 
000 persons, Quebec has 85 members 
representing on a general average 34, 
110 persons. 

Coming west one finds Manitoba 
and British Columbia with popula- 
tions about the same as that of Al- 
berta managing to administer their 
affairs with a per capita representa- 
tion of 11,900 and 12,500 respectively 
The coast problem with a hinterland 
cuite as vast and difficult to visit as 
that of Alberta has only 48 members 
Saskatchewan with a population of 
51,000 has 63 members or 13,500 per 
sons per member. Alberta has a mem 
ber for every 10,000 the lowest in the 
list.

| This would not only effect an impor 


tant economy in the form of indemnit 
:€s but would inevitably promote great 
‘er efficiency in the despatch of public 
business. 

Transportation conditions have been 
revolutionized since the present con- 
stituencies were arranged. The tele- 
phone automobile and more and bet- 
ter roads are agencies which enable 
members to represent much larger 
constituencies than would have been 
possible when the province was creat- 
ed. 


EIGHT-HOUR DAY 
BILL ABANDONED 

The decision of the provincial gov 
ernment to abandon the plan of intro- 
ducing eight hour day legislation this 
year to be commended The Premier 
admits the government has been in 
fiuenced by the arguments presented 
against the proposed bill. The minis- 
ters have come to realize that it would 
be a foolish blunder for Alberta to 
take such a step when the rivalry 
among the three prairie provinces for 
new industries is so keen. Mr Brown- 
lee acknowledges that it is in the 
best interests of this province the bill 
be not pressed at present says an ex 
change 

The whole matter suggests that in 
future when legislation of a radical 
nature is under contemplation the 
government should call into confer- 
ence the different interests affected. 
This might avoid a lot of unnecessary 
friction and bad feeling. Much might 
be accomplished by round table con- 
ferences with the government indus- 
try and labor participating 

While the eight hour day bill was 
introduced at the behest of the more 
aggressive section of labor, it should 
be obvious to everyone that a young 
and developing province like Alberta 
can only proceed at a certain rate 
in radical industrial legislation. If it 
moves faster than its sister prairie 
provinces and the eastern provinces, 
it will be ostracized by capital and 
industry. The province is already suff 
ering in the east and in the old coun 
try from a reputation that its govern 
ment is prone to proceed farther and 
faster with experimental provincial 
administrations.

MEN DEFYING DEATH 
‘TO HARDEN WAR GAS 
FOR PEAGE TIME USE 


Men who eat corn mixed with liquid 
titanium tetrachloride, a chemical us- 
ed to make military smoke sereens; 
who subject themselves to the deadly 
.carbon monoxide of automobile ex- 
hausts; who handle chemicals, a single 
crop of which eats flesh to the bone 
are experimenting at Edgewood ar- 
senal Md., in the production of new 
war gases and chemicals and in the 
utilization of these elements in indus- 
try, writes C, Moran in Popular Mech 
anics Magazine 

Recent research at this laboratory 
bas shown that the useful life of rub 
ber may be prolonged by treating it 
with certain anti-oxidants; that the 
minute natural ‘one-man tanks’ of 
the seas—the marine borers—which 
have sent to the bottom more wooden 
ships than all the guns of war can be 
halted by Lewisite a deadly warfare 
chemical. 

A toxic paint has been developed to 
prevent the formation of barncles on 
the hulls of ships which cause an an- 
nual loss of $75,000,000 in fuel alone 
Barnacle is the term commonly used 
for all marine organisms which at- 
tach themselves to the bottoms of 
ships but the barnacle ftself is but one 
of the number of such organisms al- 
though the prinicpal one. These grow- 
ths accumulate rapidly on the hulls 
sometimes projecting many inches. 
Only a fraction of an inch is neces- 
sary however to impede materially the 
ship’s progress. Increased fuel consum 
ption of a vessel sometimes amounts 
to ‘twenty-five per cent. 

Every vessel must be drydocked pe 
riodically for barnacle cleaning the fre 
quency of such cleaning depending up 
on the service of the vessel as to sea- 
sons and latitudes. The marine grow- 
th is active during the entire year in 
the tropics and only during the sum- 
mer in the temperate zones. The paint 
devised by the war chemists is being 
used on destroyers in final tests to de- 
tcrmine the relative life and cost of 
hot plastic paints and cold varnish 
paints. 

The ernoneous idea seems to be 
quite prevalent say these chemists 
that all chemical agents of warfare 


‘lare toxic. In a recent demonstration 


a smoke curtain was dropped from 
an airplane which was passing over 
a cornfield. Some of the liquid titan- 
ium tetrachloride fell on the leaves 
and ears of corn which subsequently 
became discolored. The farmer claim 
ec that his crop had been damaged 
and demanded reparation. 

A number of the more discolored 
ears were sent to the arsenal for test 
and it was disclosed that neither li- 
quid titanium tetrachloride itself nor 
the products formed when it produc- 
es smoke—hydroghloric acid and tit- 
anium oxide—are harmful to eat. The 
ciscolored ears were eaten without pro 
ducing any bad effect and the same 
was true with grains of corn mixed 
With a small quantity of titanium tet- 
rachioride. All the discolored corn was 
purchased and fed without injurious 
results to the livestock at the army 
post adjoining the connfield. 

The pestilence of certain species of 
birds which are harmful to agriculture 
or which deface buildings has long 
been the subject of ‘investigation by 
the biological survey Recent experi- 


to exterminate these speciés by the 
use of chemical gases but curiously 
enough the birds emerged from = the 
gases unhurt. 1% was found that birds 


have rather marked resistance to tox- | 


je gases and furthermore that it is dif 
feult to build up out of doors sufficient 
\y high concentrations of. these gases 
be effective over extended areas. 

During the war it was noted that 
pigeons almost always returned to 
their cages safely when liberated in a 
gas cloud. This was quite a mystery 
until it was realized that, the pigeons 
escaped by rising quickly above the 
gas. The tests showed that crows at 
tempt to fly out of the gas cloud in 
the same way as soon as its irritating 
effects are felt. 

“ Methods of extending the Jife of 
rubber many times ita normal life 
have been developed as a result of ex 
perimentation to prevent the rapid 
deterioration of the hose tube face- 
piece and exhalation valve of gas 
masks. Such deterioration made diffi- 
cult the problem of maintaining a war 
reserve of gas musks. Initial tests re 
vealed that methods of curing rubber 
had an important effect upon its life. 
Undercured. stock lacking sufficient 
sulphur becomes soft and even sticky 
with age, while overcured and bloom 
stock, containing an excess of sulphur 
becomes brittle and cracks. As a re- 
sult of the tests faulty cure has been 
corrected and facepieces are now mold 
ed individually. This has developed an 
increase of the useful life under nor- 
mal storage conditions from a few 
years to approximately thirty- five 
years. 

Another improvement in rubber has 
teen developed with anti-oxidants. 
These chemicals when incorporated in 
rubber compounds materially reduce 
or retard rubber deterioration due to 
cxidation. Tests indicate improvement 
that may prolong the useful life of 
:ubber to sixty years. For protection 
against sunlight a compound has been 


softeners dissolved or dispersed in a. 
suitable solvent. Methods of storing 
gas masks in inert atmosphere such 
as nitrogen also have been devised. 

The marine borers have been halted 
by Lewisite in the hands of the govern 
ment chemists. Indications are that I 
battles, started long before the sink 
ing of the Spanish Armada now havé 
been brought to an end by the applica 
thon of a derivative of Lewisite in the 
path of the disastrous marine borers 
such as the teredo bankia, mart 
and limnoria. 

These mollusca and crustacea have 
been recorded in history as being re- 
sponsible for sinking of many ships 
of the Spanish Armada and of boring 
to weakness the timbers of the dykes 
of Holland and they have caused mil- 
lions of dollars of damage to the whar 
ves of the world by eating the wooden 
piling. 

Following a recent explosion in an 
Ala*>ma coal mine, eight men were 
trapped ‘in the 5th right heading their 
only means of escape blocked by af- 
ter damp the gaseous products of the 
explosion containing the deadly car- 
bon monoxide. Two of the men who 
tried to make their way through were 
overcome by the gas and died. The 
others waited for help and when equip 
ped with self-rescurers the chemical 
‘illing of which is a product of chem- 
ical warfare research made their way 
through the firedamp unharmed. 


POTATO SEED TREATMENT 
QUESTIONS ANSWEREQ 


(Expermefial Farms Note) 

In préeparitig for spring activities in 
connection with treatment of seed po- 
tatoes it is well to review some of the 
questions which are unanswered in 
the rush of affairs last year, leaving 
doubt and confusion as to the method 
used and its effectiveness. Authori- 
ties agree that seed treatment is bene 
ficial and while tris operation is oc- 
casionally overlooked the satisfactory 
experience of a few in so doing must 
not be accepted as a guide to the maj 
erity. It is advisable therefore to 
treat your seed potatoes 

In treating seed potatoes we have 
6ny One of three chemicals from 
which to select for this purpose, name 
ly hot formalin organic mercury com 
pounds, and corrosive sublimate. The 
first named gives excellent satistact-| 
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ion when used at the rate of 1 pint of 
commercial formalin to 12% gallons 
of water. The tubers are dipped in 
this solution for two minutes when 
the temperature is held at 118-124 de 
grees F. This is a convenient method 
where large quantities of potatoes are 
to be treated. An accurate dairy ther 
mometer is essential. If it often con 
venient to haul the potatoes to a near 
by creamery where steam is available 
to keep the temperature even 

Organic mercury compounds have 
touch to recommend them as seed 
potato disinfectants. They are being 
improved each year and it is expect- 
ed that their use will render seed treat 
ment. less troublesome 

The corrosive sublimate method 
consists in soaking the seed potatoes 


tions include the following (1) Dis- 
solve the corrosive sublimate in not 
less than one gallon of very hot wa- 
/ter (2) Treat only tubers free from 
dirt. Throwing water on the pile will 
telp to avoid this difficulty. (3) Use 
two clean casks alternately, Plugs 
made of long sticks make it easy to 
drain the casks after each treatment 
(4) Prepare new solutions after three 
treatments. (5) Do not treat in bags, 
(6) Use soft water if possible. Hard 
water weakens the solution. (7) Put 
treated seed in a clean place to dry 
permit rapid drying throw several 
pails of water on the treated tubers.
